IN FIRST MEETING 



Stricter Eligibility Rules 

Adopted for 1929 

Season 



COMPOSED OF 6 TEAMS 



The Main Line League, the base- 
ball circuit that has flourished for 
many years in these parts, still re- 
tains its original name, but its mem- 
bership is drawn less and less from 
the Main Line. 

At an organization meeting of the 
teague held Monday night at the 
home of Charles Harndeen, Moreno 
road, Narberth, representatives from 
the following clubs were present : 
Narberth, Berwyn, Oakmont, New- 
town Square, Brookline and Manoa. 
Walter Hanly, of Paoli, was elected 
president for the 1929 season, and 
Charles Harndeen, of Narberth, 
was selected as secretary and treas- 
urer. 

New rulings regarding eligibility 
of players were drawn up, this 
point always having been a bone of 
contention. One new rule proposed 
by Manager Gene Davis, of the 
Narberth Club, will limit the num- 
ber of eligible players on a club to 
20 at one time. If a club desires 
to add some players it must have 
their names presented on the list 10 
days before they are eligible to play. 
This rule it is hoped will prevent 
the padding- up of a team for certain 
games above its normal strength. 

Another eligibility rule which 
will be considered at the next meet- 
ing of the league officials on April 
22 would prohibit the use of new 
men on a team after three-quarters 
of the season has been played. This 
would eliminate the loading-up of 
a team in the last dash for the flag. 

It was decided that forfeits of 
$35 per team per game will be re- 
quired this season. Philadelphia 
Association umpires, two. for each 
game, will be used in all league 
games this year. 

In consideration of its excellent 
grounds Narberth will play at home 
every Saturday with the exception 
of one game away with Berwyn. It 
is expected that the season will open 
May 18. 

Narberth was represented at the 
meeting by Manager Davis and Sec- 
retary and Treasurer Charles Harn- 
deen.

Blames Fortune Teller 

Jealousy over his wife, thought 
to have been implanted in his mind 
by a fortune teller, led Ernest Pur- 
ring, Sr., a carpenter, living at 535 
Gordon avenue, Narberth, Tuesday, 
to shoot a man who had been as a 
son to him for more than 20 years. 

His victim, Alexander McCaus- 
land, also a carpenter, now living in 
Philadelphia, was taken to Bryn 
Mawr Hospital with four bullets in 
his body. His condition on 
Wednesday was reported as favor- 
able, though still serious. 

"That man stole my wife's affec- 
tions," Purring told the Lower Mer- 
ion police at Ardmore. "A fortune 
teller I have been going to told me 
twice my wife was being stolen 
from me and told me this man was 
responsible." 

But McCausland, facing death, 
denied this. 

"The Purrings practically brought 
me up," he said. "I looked upon him 
as a father. There is absolutely 
nothing to what he says."

Burglar Who Shot Officer Still at Large; 

Victim on Way to Recovery At Hospital 



Despite one of the most deter- 
mined man-hunts in Lower Meri- 
on township for some time, the 
burglar who shot policeman Hugh 
Waters, about 30, in Merion early 
Tuesday, is still at liberty. 

Waters is in Bryn Mawr Hospi- 
tal with a bullet wound in his ab- 
domen and although his condition 
is serious, physicians say he will 
recover, barring complications. 

Police resorted to virtually 
every known method in their ef- 
fort to apprehend the robber, even 
obtaining a police dog to trace 
him from the scene of the shoot- 
ing, Beacon lane and Wynnewood 
road, a short distance from St. 
Charles Borromeo Seminary, 
Overbrook. 

A cap dropped by the gunman 
as he fled was used to give the 



scent to the dog, borrowed by 
police from Herman Kunze, of 
Roxborough. The animal tracked 
the fugitive through Merion and 
Overbrook, but finally lost the 
trail on a creek on the grounds of 
the seminary. 

Description of the thief, who 
Waters said was about five feet 
tall, slender, poorly dressed and 
with rat-like features, has been 
broadcast to all police depart- 
ments in this section of the State. 

The burglar turned and fired on 
Waters after the policeman had 
emptied his gun in the air in an 
attempt to frighten the man into 
submitting to arrest. Waters was 
patrolling Beacon lane when he 
saw the man acting in a suspi- 
cious manner and carrying a 
bundle under his arm.

On April 26 the winter collec- 
tion schedule for ashes and rubbish 
will come to a close. The schedule 
for the summer months will be the 
same as last year — one collection a 
month, the first week of the month 
on the regular days. 

The sj)ecial collection of rubbish 
twice a week from the business sec- 
tion will also be discontinuel on 
April 26. This service for the 
merchants was instituted last year 
chiefly because of conditions in vio- 
lation of health and fire regulations. 
It is being discontinued because of 
complaints from taxpayers and 
from the township dump. 

A resolution offered by the 
Water, Light and Health Commit- 
tee providing for the erection of two 
standard lights on the Narberth 
avenue bridge was adopted. These 
will provide adequate light for the 
first time on the footpath and will 
no doubt be welcomed by South 
Siders. 

Building is quiet in the borough 
to judge from the number of per- 
mits issued — six — during March. 
Fees to the amount of $29 were 
collected thereupon and the altera- 
tions, chiefly garages and new roofs, 
will approximate $3850 in value. A 
letter was read from the Board of 
Adjustment in connection with the 
report of the building committee 
stating that the decision of George 
B. Supple's as building inspector in 
not granting a permit to J. Baird 
Caldwell for the erection of a gaso- 
line filling station at 844 Montgom- 
ery pike had been upheld. Rumor 
has it that Mr. Caldwell will take 
his case to the Court of Common 
Pleas at Norristown. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee indicates that 
some action may take place on the 
paving of Rockland avenue and 
Grove place. The status of the 
Wynnewood court paving situation 
is described in the complete report 
which follows : 

"In reference to the paving pe- 
tition from residents of Wynne- 
wood Court, which was referred to 
this committee at the last meeting: 
We sent the petition to the borough 
solicitor for his verification of the 
signatures and approval of its le- 
gality. He referred it back to us 
with the opinion that it was faulty 
in that it did not provide for the 
payment by the abutting property 
owners of a two-foot gutter strip 
as had been done by previous pe- 
titioners under the street improve- 
ment bond issue. 

"We, therefore, returned the pe- 
tition with a copy of the solicitor's 
opinion to Mr. Frank X. Purcell, of 
Wynnewood Court, and provided 
him with a new copy of a petition 
containing the gutter clause. Mr. 
Purcell has had all the original pe- 
titioners sign the new petition and 
has returned it to us. We have 
again submitted it to the solicitor for 
verification and with the requc-t 
that he let us have his opinion in 
time for the May committee meet- 
ing of Council, at which time we 
hope to be able to report a recom- 
mendation in favor of proceeding 
with the paving of Wynnewood 
Court during this coming season.

The Tree 

By DR. WALTER STECKBECK 

Closely following the flowers of the 
silver maple are those of the American 
elm, both rather inconspicuous but 
very welcome to us since they are the 
first signs of life in spring in our de- 
ciduous trees. The small winged 
fruits develop rapidly and are shed be- 
fore the leaves are fully expanded. At 
this time, barely three weeks after 
flowering, myriads of the fruits each 
less than one-half inch long are sail- 
ing through the air with every puff of 
wind. Multitudes of seedlings will ap- 
pear in a few weeks providing the 
seeds fall on suitable ground. Fortun- 
ately very few of the young plants sur- 
vive. If one seedling elm in a thous- 
and should reach maturity, there would 
be in time little besides elms in the 
whole country. 

The American elm (Ulmus Ameri- 
cana) sometimes called white elm is 
probably the handsomest American 
tree and well adapted for street plant- 
ing where the thoroughfares have 
sufficient width and where the serious 
insect pest which attack this specie 
are of no serious menace. A famous 
botanist on viewing a white elm for- 
the first time pronounced it "the most 
magnificent vegetable of the temperate 
zone.'' 

The elm tree is tall with limbs usual- 
ly gradually spreading outwards, form- 
ing a wide, spreading head with pendu- 
lous branches. Where rather closely 
planted on both sides of a street, as so 
frequently seen in New England towns 
and cities, the effect of the larger trees 
is that of an arch formed by the grow- 
ing together of their spreading tops. 
What a fine sight if Narberth had a 
few such avenues! 

The elm is easily recognized by its 
spreading top, hanging branches, ovate 
leaves, which are prominently toothed, 
and unequal at the base of the Jeaf. 
The leaves are alternate and arranged 
in two rows or ranks on the branches. 
The stately habit of the elm is well 
portrayed weekly on the editorial page 
of OUR TOWN. 

Probably the oldest living being in 
Narberth is the magnificent elm near 
Narberth and Windsor avenues, the 
tree which, according to history, gave 
Narberth its former name of Elm. It 
is quite likely that this monarch has 
held forth in the same place for nearly 
or quite 200 years. Unless crowded 
too closely by brick walls of towering 
office buildings in our growing busi- 
ness section this fine tree will continue 
to survey its changing surroundings 



for another century— If its owners so for watchman services recently, of

Few other elms of the 20 species are 
commonly seen as shade trees. The 
English elm, with its smaller leaves 
and more compact top is a desirable 
form. The slippery elm is occasionally 
planted in gardens. This last species 
suggests to many of us grown up boys 
the days when we enjoyed chewing the 
mucilaginous inner bark of the tree. 
The dried bark was a splendid contra- 
band article to take to school and chew 
when teacher was not looking.

own, which was 'the center portion 
of the new community house. 

But to go back to the beginnings 
of the library. It really started when 
Mrs. Wood was appointed chairman 
■of the literature department of the 
Women's Community Club. Among 
various notes which she made in her 
note book when planning a program 
were "Form a reading circle," and 
"start a library." 

The reading circle revealed a group 
of women who were interested in 
books as literature. The executive 
board of the club appropriated $30 for 
the purpose of starting a library. Mrs. 
Wood obtained from the book depart- 
ment of the John Wanamaker store 
in Philadelphia the promise of the 
customary library 20 per cent, discount 
on books provided they were bought 
to establish a bona fide town library. 
The first $30 purchased 18 books 
which were delivered to Mrs. Wood's 
home. These were accessioned and 
cataloged just as though they were 
part of an institution already in exist- 
ence. This caused some amusement in 
the minds of Mrs. Wood's friends, one 
of whom noticed that the first of the 
catalog cards recorded "Adventures and 
Enthusiasms," by E. V. Lucas. The 
friend remarked that the title of the 
first book was a good indication of the 
nature of the library enterprise at the 
moment. 

When these 18 books were arranged 
■on a window sill of Mrs. Wood's home 
.and Mrs. Horace E. Ruch, a member 
of the reading circle had been appointed 
first "distributing librarian," the Nar- 
berth Community Library was opened 
January 31, 1021. A rental fee of 10 
cents a week or fraction thereof was 
adopted. 

The dimes accumulated, clay by day. 
When there were enough to buy an- 
other book, Mrs. Wood would take the 
next train to Philadelphia, pick out a 
book, record it, put it on the shelf and 
telephone someone to come and get it. 
The result was, that while officially the 
library was open on Monday mornings 
only, in reality it was open every hour 
of every day of the week, or all ;'■ 
waking hours of the family. One 
the gratefully received contribution':

those early days was a collection of de- 
tective stories given by a Narberth res- 
ident. 

It soon became apparent that the li- 
brary should be moved to more public 
quarters. The Y. M. C. A. building pos- 
sessed a lobby, dark, neglected and un- 
prepossessing, the organization having 
been disbanded at the time. But on one 
bright, sunny day Mrs. Wood noticed 
that on cither side of the fireplace there 
were two bookcases. Permission to use 
this lobby was obtained and the library 
moved in on June 17, 1921, and stayed 
there three years. The response of the 
public was immediate. The volumes 
grew in number to 3000 and the circu- 
lation increased to 12,000. 

Departments were added. Ou Oc- 
tober 14, 1921, the juvenile department 
was opened with distribution of 25 
books to children. These have always 
been given out free. Early in 1922 a 
reference department was started. And 
the same year the "summer privilege" 
was inaugurated, when all books in the 
rental collection which had been pub- 
lished before a certain date were dis- 
tributed free. On January 1, 1923, the 
policy was established of removing per- 
manently from the rental collection all 
books published more than two years 
previously. 

There were some drawbacks to the 
lobby. Rooks were available to all people 
nassing through to the meeting hall 
beyond, whether or not there was a li- 
brarian in attendance. But books that 
disappeared usually came back. It be- 
came certain that the library was work- 
ing full time, even though the librari- 
ans were not. 

The next move was into the gym- 
nasium on May 11, 192"). This was in 
the same building, but had the advan- 
tage of more space and doors that 
could be locked. It began to look like 
a real library, even though most of 
the equipment was second-hand contri- 
butions. The following year brought 
another change, when it was thought 



that the library should cease its con- 
nection with the Women's Club and be- 
come a separate organization of both 
men and women who should be eligible 
to receive appropriations of public 
money. As a result the Narberth Com- 
munity Librarv Association was organ- 
ized in May, 1926. 

Just before the formal organization 
the directors of the Narberth school dis- 
trict appropriated $500 to the library. 
The same year it was offered a perma- 
nent home in the new community build- 
ing erected from the Y. M. C. A. fund 
to be maintained and supported by the 
borough treasury. The library moved 
into its present and permanent home 
May 1, 1920. Fine new equipment was 
bought with $2000 contributed by resi- 
dents of the town. 

Then came the appropriation of $2000 
for the library from council in the 1929 
budget, enabling the library trustees to 
appoint a professionally trained full- 
time librarian, and the opening of the 
library's doors every day, all of which 
took place so recently, there is no need 
to recall it further.

Book on Rock Gardens 

Recent Gift to Library 

All gardeners of previous years, 
and all those born or revived in 
this season of blossoming profu- 



sion, will wish to read a new book 
by Louise Beebe Wilder, one of 
the most enthusiastic of gardeners 
and also one of the most inspiring 
writers in her field. "The Pleas- 
ures and Problems of a Rock Gar- 
den" is the title of the book, 
which has recently been given to 
the library by Mrs. C. T. Faries, 
who is herself a lover of gardens. 

The book is the result of the 
nuthor's actual work in her own 
garden, and the 200 portraits 
which are arranged alphabetically 
at the end of the text book are 
chiefly of plants from her own 
place. Rock gardens are not new. 
by any means, but interest in 
them is more widespread now 
than was the case a few years ago. 
In the introduction by Richardson 
Wright, attention is called to the 
fact that it was about t' e turn oi 
the century that the polite garden 
world which was accustomed al- 
ways to hold a decorous vertical 
pose began to be amused by the 
activities of certain men and v o- 
>nen who insisted on reverting to 
the simian posture of 'all fours." 
The reason for this attitude was 
the enthusiam for rock gardening. 

In those early days, as the wits 
observed, the stones were of 
Greater importance than the 
plants that grew between them : 
since then the emphasis has 
changed and the Alpine or rock 
plants have come into their own. 

Mrs. Wilder gives suggestions 
on constructing rock gardens, and 



lists and describes plants accord- 
ing to color that are suitable for 
cultivation. Recognizing some of 
the problems of an amateur she 
includes in her discussion the sub- 
jects of putting rock gardens to 
bed, and planting for late garden 
effects. 

The library contains other 
books on flower culture and these 
are displayed now on the counter 
cases near the entrance of the 
building.

on Sundays and holidays, calls 
will be taken through the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital, Bryn Mawr 1. 

For the present this service will 
be available only for those pa- 
tients who are registered during 
the pre-natal period with the 
nursing service. 

Announcement is also made 
that Miss Rose Ehrenfeld will 
take the place of Miss Ruth Cush- 
man in the Health Centre in Ard- 
more. Miss Cushman resigned 
some time ago, effective April 5. 
Miss Ehrenfeld, who will begin 
her duties next Friday, for the 
past four years has been assistant 
director of the American Red 
Cross work in the Mid-West Area 
and previously spent ten years in 
North Carolina in public health 
work. 

The quarterly report of the 
Health Service shows a total of 
5333 visits were made in January, 
February and March, 1929. This 
is 1682 more than the visits made 
in the same months in 1928. 
Three hundred and thirty-six of 
these visits were cases of com- 
municable diseases as compared 
with 76 in 1928. The nurses made 
1599 visits to pre-natal cases, 
mothers, and new born babies.
